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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant argues that Soane et al. do not 
expressly teach or suggest an article that has a hydrophilic surface and the ability to retain water. Soane et al. expressly teach a 
nanoparticle-based treatment for textiles and said nanoparticle may include hydrophilic materials [0080] and silica particles [01 12]. The 
hydrophilicity of the silica particles will increase the water retention capacity by promoting water absorption on the surface of the coated 
textile. The previous obvious double patenting rejection in view of application 11/249,315 has been withdrawn due to the application's 
abandonment. Applicant argues that application 10/506,604 does not read on the instant claims because they are not directed to injection 
molded materials, rather they are directed to textiles. Claims 1, 5 and 29-31 have been rejected in light of 10/506,604. The rejected claims 
are not directed to textiles, instead they recite an article having water retention capacity . 
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
